Dear  friends,

They 
will  remember  the  tribulations  our  family  felt  in  seeing  its  pain  and  misfortune  dissected  and  debated  beneath  the  lens  of  the  public 
eye,  and  of  the  sleepless  nights  that  preoccupied  us  as  we  contemplated  what  might  be  next. 

But  perhaps  most  important  of  all,  they  will  look  for  indications  that  we  bowed  under  the  weight  of  these  pressures...  that  some- 
how the  fabric  of  our  institution's  historic  mission  began  to  unravel  against  the  backdrop  of  a  great  tragedy. 

It  is  here  that  they  will  begin  to  understand  what  all  of  us  today  know  to  be  true:   The  adversity  we  have  faced  as  a  community 
made  us  stronger,  wiser,  and  ever  more  resolved  to  follow  through  on  the  inherent  promises  of  a  place  like  Bridgewater.   Standing 
headstrong  in  the  face  of  great  challenge  has  been  a  defining  feature  of  the  Bridgewater  character  since  the  time  of  our 
founding,  and  using  the  fruits  of  our  labors  to  advance  some  greater  good  represents  the  very  essence  of  what  it  means  to  heed 
the  Bridgewater  calling. 

Many  of  you  began  your  undergraduate  careers  just  as  I  was  beginning  my  time  as  president.   To  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
watch  you  grow,  mature,  and  push  back  the  boundaries  of  your  own  comfort  zones  has  been  the  greatest  reward  of  my 
professional  career. 

I  wish  you  the  best  of  luck  in  all  of  your  future  endeavors,  and  hope  that  each  new  seasons  brings  with  it  good  health  and  great 
joy.

Every  year,  the  college  holds  a  convocation 
ceremony.   Traditionally,  this  even  observes  the 
official  start  of  the  final  year  of  undergraduate 
studies  for  the  senior  class.    Dr.  Phillips,  a  former 
professor  of  elementary  and  early  childhood 
education  who  served  the  college  for  37  years, 
said:  "Ladies  and  gentlemen,  you  have  started  your 
investment  in  the  knowledge-based  economy.    It's  an 
ongoing  process.    You  know  that  your  education  can 
make  a  difference  in  your  life,  the  life  of  your  family 
and  friends,  the  life  of  your  community,  and  as  we've 
seen,  the  world."   President  Dana  Mohler-Faria  also 
addressed  the  students.    He  gave  words  of 
encouragement  and  wisdom,  which  included  the 
following:  "When  you  are  empowered,  when  you  are 
in  a  position  where  much  is  invested  in  you,  that's  a 
significant  and  serious  responsibility...With  that  comes 
the  realization  that  your  life  is  not  just  about  you  but 
it  is  also  about  the  future,  and  your  ability  to  carry 
forward  into  the  future  solutions  to  the  issues  that 
concern  us  all." 
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Known  for  his  thorough  and  effective  teaching  style,  Professor  Joseph  V. 

Stanford  was  instrumental  in  the  development  of  the  Finance  program  at 

BSC.    Prior  to  pining  the  faculty  in  1985,  he  had  already  achieved 

successful  careers  in  academia  and  business.    Professor  Stanford  authored 

several  texts  and  served  as  an  education  consultant  to  several  corporations 

and  institutions. 

A  dedicated  teacher,  mentor  and  advisor  to  thousands  of  students, 

Professor  Stanford  was  equally  respected  by  his  colleagues  as  a  man  of 

integrity  who  stood  firmly  on  his  principles.    Always  projecting  a  friendly 

and  positive  attitude,  he  had  a  ready  smile  and  humorous  anecdotes  to 

share. 

Professor  Stanford  of  the  Accounting  and  Finance  Department  passed 
away  on  February  25,  2006.    He  will  be  missed  tremendously  by  students 

and  colleagues.
